“Governor Foss 
has assured me that he will not be a 
candidate for the United States sen­ 
ate against me,’* says Mayor Fitzger­ 
ald, “all reports to the contrary not­ 
withstanding. I do not know whether 
the governor intends to seek re-elec­ 
tion. There is no reason in my mind 
why the next legislature should not 
be democratic. The people will cer­ 
tainly see a campaign by our par*,y 
worthy of the name.’* 


Friday evening Senator Robert L. 
Owen addressed a large and enthusi­ 
astic crowd of citizens in the inter­ 
est of his candidacy for re-election 
to the senate. Although most of the 
crowd was standing throughout the 
two hours of the speech, the speaker 
was given close attention and was 
frequently applauded. Although hamp­ 
ered by the fact that his throat had 
given way on him, the senator made 
himself heard by every one present 
and seemed pleased by the marks of 
friendliness displayed. 
In the first part of his speech the 
senator told of his service in the 
senate, making the special point of 
his lead in restoring the control 
of 
the senate to the people by the direct 
election of senators which has passed 
after four years fight led by him. He 
pointed out how the monopolies had 
used machine politics to control the 
senate aud the importance of giving 
the people direct control of the sen­ 
ate. 
The latter part of the address 
was devqred to answering a few of 
the charges made against him by 
Haskell am! his lieutenant!!. However,
